RODÓ, roh DOH, JOSÉ ENRIQUE (1872-1917), was а 
Uruguayan thinker and essayist. He believed in the 
human spirit’s infinite capacity to renew itself, but 
he feared that humanity was pursuing material goals 
at the expense of the spirit. In his essay Ariel (1900), 
Rodó warned Latin-American youth to avoid the exces- 
sive materialism he saw in the United States and to de- 
vote part of its energy to higher, spiritual goals. His mes- 
sage, often misinterpreted as approving hatred of the 
United States, remains an active force in Latin-Amer- 
ican thought today. Rodó figures in the Latin-American 
literary movement of Modernism as the master of the 
literary essay. 

Rodó was born in Montevideo, Uruguay. He attended 
the University of Montevideo, and served in the Uru- 
guayan parliament for three terms. — MansuaLL R. Nason
